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Mayor Changes Mind Since Election, Opposes City Charter

admittedly 
changing his stand since election, 
was on record Monday in opposi­ 
tion to the proposed charter for Cir- 
cleville. 
“ As almost everybody remem­ 
bers,” the mayor said, “ I said I 
favored the charter in speeches 
at the time of my election. That 
was true. 


“ However, almost everybody also 
recalls that very few of us knew 
even the outline of the proposed 
•Scharter at that time. And even in 
the minds of those few there w'ere 
many vague details as to how it 
could be applied to Circleville. 
“ The charter commission hadn’t 
even been selected, and nothing in 
the way of a definite proposal could 
be studied. I thought at that time I 
could go along with the idea, but 
now I want to say honestly that 
I’ve changed my mind.”

MAYOR AMEY’S opposition was 
the first voiced from official ranks 
here since city council passed the 
proposed charter a l o n g to the 
printer, the current step in its prog­ 
ress toward the ballot here in No­ 
vember. Copies are to be mailed to 
each voter. 
Prior to council's final action on 
the move to establish the city man­ 
ager form of government h e r e , 
Councilmen Boyd Horn and R a y 
Cook voiced objections. 
Mayor Amey in general based 
his opposition on three claims, 
contending the charter would: 
1. Require far more money than 
Circleville has available for effi­ 
cient operation of the plan. 
2. Lead to a concentration of rep­ 
resentation in that part of the city 
with the largest population. 
3. Stand for a single-party form 
go ernmert despite the non-par- 
tisuu. 'jim s 
of the 
charter. 
“ Now that the charter has been 
drawn up,” the mayor said, “ and 
now that I've had an opportunity 
to scan at least its highlight fea­ 
tures, I feel certain it would 
be 
too costly for Circleville. 
m m m 
“ I AM NOT prepared at this time 
to give definite figures, but I esti­ 
m a t e it would cost the city about 
twice as much under the charter to 
pay for what is now being accom­ 
plished without it.” 
Mayor Amey based his claim of 
higher costs chiefly on salaries 
w hich would be required for a cap­ 
able city manager and a few other 
key officials. He said: 
“ The top men under the charter 
plan are certainly going to demand 
salaries far above what the city is 
gjile to pay—and to hire men at 
lower salaries, when they can be 
found willing to take the 
j o b s, 
would merely be gambling with the 
success of the whole idea. 
“ Circleville is not going to find 
capable men for the top city man­ 
ager positions without p a y i n g 
substantial salaries. And where 
is the city going to get the money 
to pay them?” 
On the matter of costs and other 
tfoints in his opposition, the mayor 
emphasized that supporters for the 
city manager plan “ should come 
forward now—before the Fall elec­ 
tion—and explain just where t h e 
needed funds will be obtained.” 
He warned these details should 
be explained to the public before 
the voters are asked to cast their 
ballots. 
“ Furthermore,” the mayor con­ 
tinued, “ I don’t feel that, under the 
Charter, we could have a fair rep­ 
resentation of all the city districts. 
“ Under the city manager propos­ 
al, councilmen will be elected from 
the city at large and not from des­ 
ignated wards. What is there to pre­ 
vent, therefore, a concentration of 
representation in those sections of 
the city with the most congested 
population—with consequent injus­ 
tice to neighborhoods where the 
residents are comparatively scat­ 
tered?

On Coast To 
Corral Votes 


Candidate Says Fight 
Tough'; Has Praise, 
Criticism For Press 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 8—ifu- 
Adlai Stevenson said Monday the 
battle for the presidency is going 
to be a hard one, but he claimed, 
“ We are gaining steadily.” 
The Democratic c a n d i d a t e 
spoke before a group of Oregon 
newspaper 
editors, 
publishers 
and radio men 
at 
a 
luncheon 
here. He arrived by plane Sun­ 
day night, extending his hard- 
driving campaign to the Pacific* 
Coast. 
“ It is going to be a tough cam­ 
paign,” Stevenson said, “ and I am 
not kidding myself about the diffi­ 
culties. We have a lot of ground to 
make up. We have made up some. 
I figure that we still have a little 
distance to go. But I figure, too, 
that we are gaining steadily.” 
It was the first time Stevenson 
has publicly discussed the progress 
of the campaign. In saying, it is 
going to be “ tough,” he also paid 
a tribute to the Republican candi­ 
date, Dwight Eisenhower: 
* « • 


“ MY OPPONENT is a greaCgen- 
ecal who has served the Army and 
the nation well.” 
But Stevenson again taunted the 
Republicans on the ground that 
they are split into two parties, 
sharply divided over policy, and 
have no policies of their own. He 
has hammered away at this point 
in a number of speeches made 
since he left Springfield, 111., his 
headquarters, last Friday. 
“ I wait 
breathlessly for each 
morning’s newspaper.” he told the 
editors, “ to see which Republican 
party is on top that day. 
“ I do not think the people will 
install a party which does not seem 
capable of governing. 
“ And I do not see how any­ 
one can argue that this fretful, 
distracted and divided Republi­ 
can Party has that capacity. If 
it 
cannot 
govern 
itself, 
why 
should we suppose it could gov­ 
ern the country?” 
Much of Stevenson’s address to 
the editors was devoted to news­ 
paper coverage of the campaign to 
date. He owns 49 percent of a small 
city Illinois daily paper and has 
been both a reporter and editor. 
He had both good and critical re­ 
marks about newspapers, saying: 
“ I have been well impressed by 
the fair treatment accorded me by 
most newspapers, including most 
of those aligned editorially with the 
opposition. I

MAYOR A.MEY’S opposition was 
the first voiced from official ranks 
here since city council passed the 
proposed charter a l o n g to the 
printer, the current step in its prog­ 
ress toward the ballot here in No­ 
vember.

Prior to council’s final action on 
the move to establish the city man­ 
ager form of government h e r e , 
Councilmen Boyd Horn and R a y

Candidate Says Fight 
'Tough'; Has Praise, 
Criticism For Press 


PORTLAND, Ore , Sept. S—OW- j 
Adlai Stevenson said Monday the 
battle for the presidency is going 
to be a hard one, but he claimed, 
“We are gaining steadily.” 
The Democratic c a n d i d a t e 
spoke before a group of Oregon

editors,

But Stevenson again taunted the 
Republicans on the ground that 
they are split into two parties, 
sharply divided over policy, and 
have no policies of their own. He 
has hammered away at this point 
in a number of speeches made 
since he left Springfield, 111 , his 
headquarters, last Friday. 
“ I wait 
breathlessly for each 
morning's newspaper,” he told the 
editors, “ to see which Republican 
party is on top that day.

“ And I do not see how any­

FIGURES, BASED ON the 1950 census, 
just released by the Bureau of the Census 
indicate a shortage of cattle in the United 
States. The bureau never sets speed rec­ 
ords in releasing its findings. 
There were 76 million cattle in the con­ 
tinental United States two years ago, when 
there were 150 million people. This number 
is not adequate to keep the nation supplied 
with meat and dairy products, demand for 
both of which is higher than in the past.

High taxes hurt free charity and al­ 
though allowances are made for income 
tax deductions, the high cost of l i v i n g 
leaves little over in ones pocket for good 
causes. 
Hospitals have been aided by the various 
Blue Cross plans in the sense that more 
people pay their way and fewer go to free I 
clinics. That, however, raises another prob-, 
lem which cannot be discussed here ade- j 
quately, namely, that internes and young 
doctors have decreasing opportunities to 
practice in clinics and to learn while a 
senior doctor shows them what to do. This 
problem is now facing all the teaching hos-1 
pitals of our country. 
We have a shortage of teachers. This is, | 
in part, due to the increase in population. 
During the next six years, the elementary j 
school population will increase by about 1.2 
million pupils each year. There is a need 
for 160,000 qualified elementary-s c h o o I 
teachers and 48,000 high school teachers. 
As a matter of fact, the teacher shortage 
is so severe that about 200,000 are now in 
service who have not yet completed their 
requirements for a bachelor’s degree at 
college. 
Again the armed forces compete with a 
profession. Many who train to be teachers, 
on graduation, go into the armed services 
and therefore are not available for our chil-

Production Controls 
Rejected By GOP 
Chief In Address 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 8-OfU-The 
farm program advanced by Dwight 
D. Eisenhower has some of the ob­ 
jectives of a 
controversial 
farm 
plan advanced by Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Brannan if not its m eth­ 
ods. 
The 
Republican 
presidential 
candidate told the national plow­ 
ing contest near Kasson, Minn., 
Saturday that there is need for 
broader government efforts to 
protect farm ers’ returns. 
The general specifically mention­ 
ed perishable products 
such as 
m eat animals, poultry and 
dairy 
products, 
fruits 
and 
vegetables, 
and a list of non-perishable pro­ 
ducts, such as oats, soybeans and 
barley. Few of these are given 
government price support aid pres­ 
ently accorded such m ajor crops as 
cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco, rice 
and peanùls. 
A plan advanced by Brannan in 
1949 hut never written into law 
would have strengthened price Sup­ 
ports for all of these commodities.

BUT IN SETTING f o r t h the 
somewhat sim ilar goal, Eisenhow­ 
er rejected production control m ea­ 
sures contained

In advocating high 
level 
farm 
price assistance, the Brannan Plan 
envisioned the possibility that over­ 
production might be stimulated at 
times. To counteract this, it would 
have greatly widened present gov­ 
ernm ent power to restrict produc­ 
tion and to limit marketing of vir­ 
tually all farm products. 
Eisenhower said that the goal of 
more favorable returns for farm ­ 
ers must be achieved with fewer 
rather than with more federal con­ 
trols. He did not say, however, how 
the government might accomplish 
this. 
Advocates of the Brannan Plan 
contend that if the government 
supports prices at high levels, it 
must have power to control pro­ 
duction, or else the government 
would run the danger df accumu­ 
lating vast surpluses 
at great 
cost in taxes. 
One of the distinguishing features 
of the Brannan Plan would be the 
use of government subsidies to as­ 
sure producers “ fair” returns from

They looked just like fair-sized, 
ordinary nails. 
And when Birch was inside the 
box and his assistant, a girl in the 
Monongahela performance, invited 
the customers to “ come up and 
nail him in.” there were plenty of 
willing arms and flying hammers. 
One thing above all was certain 
at Monongahela. Birch didn’t get 


of the audit. ce climbed up on the 
stage and reported “the box wasn’t 
broken in any way but just had 
the lid lifted off,’’ they failed to 
notice the condition of the nails— 
or if they did. apparently 
didn’t 
see anything that aroused t h e i r 
suspicions. 
Everybody later agreed a tell­ 
tale detail or two must have been 
overlooked after the act was com­ 
pleted. 
One unusual detail noticed by 
one of the amateur detectives in 
the front row at the Monongahela 
performance was never fully ex­ 
plained. 
He reported that *just before the 


curtain hid everything on the stage 
from view of the audience, the iha- 
gician’s assistant—standing beside 
the box with Birch enclosed—began 
some sort of fast movement.

Court and Main streets, repre­ 
sents the community's answer to 
the magician's challenge. 
Birch has challenged Circleville 
to 
build 
a 
wooden 
box 
strong 
enough to hold him. even with the 
aid of first-class workmanship and 
husky nailing at the last minute. 
Ifs an act he has repeated count­ 
less times across the nation, and 
apparently without a miss to date. 
That’s why there’s tentative plan­ 
ning to enlist the entire community 
with 
its 
ideas, 
suggestions 
and 
know? how to “keep Birch in 
the 
box.”

BAC KEHS OF the idea point out 
it could, if nothing more, prove 
that even magicians can be fooled 
and, at the same time, give Circle­ 
ville publicity as a city that isn’t 
easily puzzled. 
Much of the plan to have Circle­ 
ville 
“ gang 
up” 
with 
it*' 
wits 
against those of the magician origi­ 
nates from the failure of similar ef­ 
forts last fall in Monongahela, Pa. 
—a community roughly the size of 
this city and one which was left 
literally holding an empty box by 
the magician after everybody felt 
“ we’ve got him for sure.” 
At Monongahela, the local news­ 
paper staff, the town’* lumber com­ 
pany wood experts and a large sec­ 
tion of the general public teamed 
up to prove that Birch “can’t al­ 
ways get away with that 
stuff.” 
The sponsoring club, at first glee­ 
ful at the added publicity but later 
doubtful as to where it would all 
end, finally agreed to remain neu­ 
tral. 
Before his arrival, the magi­ 
cian specified the size of the box 
to be built. And, so far, that’s all 
he’s done to 
prepare 
the 
act 
here. 
Charles Devoss and members of 
the Lions club, have given assur­ 
ance that “ nothing is being hidden 
in the making of the box—it’s just 
a good, strong box as the public 
will have an opportunity to see.”

ly checked and tested for flaws.

They 
just sat and gaped in amazement.

And 
i although it’s a suspicious demand, 
1 the Monongahela audience was giv­ 
en a full opportunity to “ give the 
box a last minute look” just prior 
! to the monkey-shines. 
Most suspicious of all, in the case 
of 
Monongahela’s 
failure 
to 
do 
i what Circleville might he able to 
j accomplish, was Birch’s stipulation 
that he be allowed to supply the 
nails used to fasten the lid on the 
box after he’s inside. It seemed to 
be the only rule he insisted upon 
having, aside from ordering t h e 
box of particular dimensions. 
Even the nails however, pass­ 
ed a close scrutiny on the stage 
at the Pennsylvania town. 
And 
the men who 
looked 
at 
them 
were lumber mill workers and ex­ 
perience I carpenters, plus m em ­ 
bers of the suspicious newspaper 
staff. 


They looked just like fair-sized, 
ordinary nails. 
And when Birch was inside the 
box and his assistant, a girl in the 
Monongahela performance, invited 
the customers to “come up and 
nail him in.” there were plenty of 
willing arms and flying hammers, 
i 
One thing above all was certain 
at Monongahela. Birch didn’t 
get 


out because of a lack of sufficient 
nails.

AT THE critical moment, t h e 
magician’s assistant ordered t h e 
stage cleared and a curtain was 
pulled in front of the box for only 
a fraction of a minute. Then 
it 
\yas yanked aside again, and — of 
course—Birch was standing 
smil­ 
ing, outside the box! 
Several clues which could prob­ 
ably he put to good use by Circle­ 
ville magician-foolers were unfor­ 
tunately lost in the excitement at 
Monongahela. 
Although members 
of the audit.ee climbed up on the 
stage and reported “the box wasn’t 
broken in any way but just had 
the lid lifted off,” they failed to 
notice the condition of the nails— 
or if they did. apparently 
didn’t 
see anything that aroused t h e i r 
suspicions. 
Everybody later agreed 
a 
tell­ 
tale detail or two must have been 
overlooked after the act was com­ 
pleted. 
One unusual detail noticed by 
one of the amateur detectives in 
the front row at the Monongahela 
performance was never fully ex­ 
plained. 
Ho reported that qust before the 


curtain hid everything on the stage 
from view of the audience, the rha- 
gician’s assistant—standing beside 
the box with Birch enclosed—began 
some sort of fast movement. One 
of her feet revealed this a split 
second before the curtain moved in 
front of it.
